Storm -lashed waves rolled through 
the straits of Dover today, leading 
Britons to declare th a t the arrival 
of “Churchill weather" has balked 
Adolf Hitler of his best chance to 
attem pt an invasion of England. 
An Associated Press correspondent 
posted on the Dover coast telephoned 
London: 
"There s a nasty cross sea running 
and tile (channel would be bad for 
regular ste a le rs in peacetime, let 
alone for any flat-bottom ed troop 
barges.” 
The 10-day-old air siege of london 
went 
ahead 
with 
undiminished 
ferocity, however. 
Air-raid 
sirens 
screamed 
their 
warnings twice during the morning, 
and the air m inistry reported that 
nazi bombs had wrought considerable 
havoc in London's exclusive M ayfair 
district and the sm art West End 
shopping streets. 
Shopping Center Bombed 
The targets included Bond. Regent 
and Oxford streets, Piccadilly, Park 
Lane. Berkeley and Sloan squares 
—corresponding to New York’s Fifth 
and Park Avenues—and prompted 
the semi official press association to 
remark 
’ Hitler's bombers are cultivating 
more expensive tastes. Today fash­ 
ionable shopping streets were car­ 
peted with glass as thick as snow. . 
Storm winds blowing at 35 to 40 
miles an hour whipped tile English 
channel waters, and defenders of 
the island kingdom promptly dubbed 
It '‘Churchill w eather" in contrast 
to tile clear, dry weather which aided 
H itler's conquests in Poland. Holland. 
Belgium and France. 
Even brighter news was reflected 
in the headlines of Ixmdon’s great 
m etropolitan dallies, which told of 
new R A F assaults on G erm an barge 
concentrations and invasion bases 
along the channel coast. 
Some of 
these exclaimed: 
"Invasion Armada in Chaos!" 
"Havoc in Channel Bases!" 
“Invader Hitler Gets Big B atter­ 
ing!'’ 
Nazi quarters in Berlin asserted 
that the Germ an iuftwaffe launched 
tile heaviest raids of the war on 
London during Hie night, with dive­ 
bombing Stukas sm ashing at the 
empire capital's traffic junctions and 
subway stations especially. 
Italian Toll Heavy 
Tile grim reality of war shoved 
on through tile mirages of the west­ 
ern Egypt plateau where tile British 
defenders acknowledged an Italian 
advance of 40 miles in three days. 
Tile Britisli said, however, th at 
repeated 
bomber 
attacks on 
Hie 
slow-moving column twisting along 
Just inland from Hie M editerranean 
and sharp advance guard skirmishes 
took a heavy toll of the invaders. 
Some of Hie battles were fought in 
HO and 120 degree heat by parched 
soldiers whose nearest water supply 
was miles away. 
The Italians were said to have 
passed Hie port village of Buqbuq — 
with 250 miles of hot white sand 
and British defense units still be­ 
tween them and Alexandria.

How the Draft Works 


W ashington Sept 27 (AP) — Here is how the d raft will work: 
On October 16, ail men 21 to 35. inclusive, will register at 
registration places to be established in each neighborhood 
Local boards — it Is intended to have 6000 to 6500 — will 
shuffle the registration cards and give each a num ber 
A series of numbers will be drawn in W ashington by lot. W hen 
the first num ber Is drawn, each man who has the corresponding 
number in a local board’s file will be put down as the first m an 
liable for service from his local group. 
Classed for Service 
Q uestionnaires then will be sent to the men, in the order in 
which their num bers were draw n,.asking the number of dependents, 
physical disabilities, etc. 
On the basis of tills inform ation, the men will be classified as 
follows: Class I (available for immediate service), Class II (service 
deferred because engaged in essential occupation), Class III (serv­ 
ice deferred because of dependents), and Class IV (service deferred 
by law — legislators, judges, etc.). 
Quota by States 
Meantime, a W ashington board will determ ine a quota for each 
state, based on the population and number of men from th a t state 
already in the Army or Navy. 
From this quota, will be deducted 
the number of men who volunteer for a year's training. 
Enough men will then be taken from Class I in each state to 
fill out.the quota 
They will be called in the order in winch their 
numbers were drawn in tile national lottery. 
Each man called will receive a physical exam ination. 
If he 
cannot meet Army I equipm ents, he will be passed over and the 
next man taken 
Men in the deferred classes will not be called unless there are 
not enough Class I men to m eet the Army's needs.

Pennsylvania soon m ust spend more 
than $250,000,000 to modernize its 
highways, I. Lam ont Hughes, head 
of the eastern com monwealth’s road 
system, declared today, adding th a t 
it “can and m ust be accomplished 
without additional tax burdens.” 
Hughes made this statem ent in a 
paper read 
before the American 
Association of State Highway Offi­ 
cials by his chief engineer, T 
C. 
Frame. 
“Our problem lies in the future,” 
Hughes wrote. 
“Prior to 1931, the 
construction activities of our de­ 
partm ent were concentrated on the 
prim ary system. For the next eight 
years the principal consideration of 
construction was given to the rural 
highway system, and as a result of 
this latter policy the rural high­ 
ways of Pennsylvania have reached 
a stage of development which is 
probably greater than 
any 
other 
state in the nation.” 
Describing th e Pennsylvania mo­ 
torist as both a stockholder and a 
custom er of the highway system, 
Hughes noted: 
“In state highway business, profit 
to the stockholder means new con­ 
struction, reconstruction and m od­ 
ernization of the highway system 
or a reduction in taxes if further 
improvements of the highways are 
not necessary. The tendency to in ­ 
crease so-called service to the cus­ 
tomer was rapidly drying up th e 
source of funds for capital improve­ 
m ents.” 
He reviewed the rise in ad rn inis- 
tradition and m aintenance costs in 
recent years, but said those costs in 
the year ended last February 
29 
had been trim m ed approxim ately 
40 per cent, below the am ount for 
the preceding year, saving the m o­ 
torists 
$14,000,000,

The Literary Guidepost 
By John Selby 


“SLAVERY TIMES IN KENTUCKY,” by J. W. Cole­ 
man, Jr.; I University of North Carolina Press: S3). 
•yELLIN G the story of .slavery in Kentucky is not 
* quite the same as telling about the ''peculiar insti­ 
tution" as it existed in the deep South, for Kentucky 
was in a different, and sometimes more difficult, 
situation. 
It Is this difference which J. W. Coleman, 
Jr., makes clear In his "Slavery Times in Kentucky.’’ 
And it is one th a t should be understood by writers 
who Involve themselves in discussions of slave times 
anywhere in the South. 
Slavery went to Kentucky with the earliest settlers, 
and in primitive days slaves were exceedingly useful 
to Kentuckians for the hard labor of clearing land, 
building houses, and fighting off Indians. 
But the 
difference between Kentucky and Alabama, for ex­ 
ample, began to be evident when Ute country was 
settled—incidentally, certain parts of Kentucky, p ar­ 
ticularly Bourbon county, were at one period over­ 
settled. 
Then the 'peculiar institution” was found in K en­ 
tucky to be a great deal less profitable than it was 
farther south, where both rice and cotton needed a 
great deal of cheap labor. 
Kentucky slaves were, on 
the whole, better off than their racial brethren of the 
cotton states. 
This was not only because the work 
was less demanding, but because the institution was 
less a 
wholesale affair, and relationships between 
muster and slave could be, and often were, much 
closer. 
But Kentucky had some problems of her own. as 
Mr. Coleman shows. 
One of these was the fault of 
geography. 
Kentucky was separated from free terri­ 
tory only by the Ohio river 
There was unending 
friction between Kentucky and her neighbors. 
The 
state was a natural victim for the assaults of the 
abolitionists, escape was comparatively easy, and a t­ 
tempts to regain escaped slaves led very often to 
bloody 
encounters and 
general bitterness. 
Not to 
mention the activities of those vermin who made a 
business of stealing free negroes from both sides of 
the Ohio, and selling them down the river. 
Or the 
fact that the author of "Uncle Tom's Cabin’* lived in 
Cincinnati! 
Mr. Coleman has put the situation on record, and 
documented it. 
He examines the entire fabric, from 
its closely-woven and ostensibly smooth beginning in 
the homes of hie gentry to it* frayed ends in the 
dives of the slave dealers and thieves. 
Some of the 
picture is not pretty, but it all has the air of honesty.

SUNDAY, JULY 5th— AFTER THE RATTLE 
The sun rose clear and tile m orning fogs soon passed away. D uring 
the night the soldiers at the house all seemed to anticipate the renewal 
of the conflict. After breakfast I was called by the messenger with whom 
I had rode the day before and who was on his return. 
He had just 
left Meade’s headquarters. 
He told me that the Confederates had w ith­ 
drawn during the night. 
W ith this knowledge, I immediately mounted 
my horse and rode back to the town. 
On Cemetery Hill the guard 
would not allow us to pass till he consulted the officer in charge. I think 
it likely th a t I was the first civilian to pass into G ettysburg from that 
point. Mounted on my horse I rode slowly down the hill into Baltimore 
Street and saw the battlefield just as It had been left after the terrible 
struggle. 
Dead Lay Unburied 
The wounded had been removed but tile dead lay unburied and the 
ground was strew n with abandoned muskets, knapsacks, canteens and 
other accoutrem ents of war. 
The houses were marked with shot and 
shell on both sides of the street. 
Some w ith ugly gape in the wall and 
others with a well defined hole where tilt: cannon ball entered. 
A fram e 
building particularly attracted my attention, It stood in a position facing 
the Union front and the weather boarding from the top to within a 
few feet of the ground was literally honey-combed with the minnie balls. 
I No boards were tom or displaced but thousands of neat round holes 
marked the places where the balls entered. 
Passing on I came to the point where Breckenridge Street con­ 
nects with Baltimore 
There a barricade was thrown across the street 
Through an opening at one end I led my horse and remounting I rode 


I on down the street. 
A few persons only could be seen on the pave- 
! morns. A scene of desolation and death was presented all the way. The 


I unburied dead and the mangled rem ains of hum an bodies, mingled with 
debris of broken gun carriages, muskets, bayonets, and swords, which lay 
around in confusion on th a t lonely street in the quiet Sabbath morning, 
was one of those pictures of desolation which will never fade from 
my mind. 
Seminary Filled With Wminded 
My curiosity was excited to the highest pitch to see all that I could 
of the ravages of war. 
It did not strike me a t the time th a t I had any­ 
thing to do but look around. 
Placing my horse in Alexander Buehler’s 
stable, I started out Chambersburg Street on a tour of observation. 
In 
looking over the ground m any little hillocks could be seen where the 
dead had been covered with earth just where they fell and died. 
In the 
Theological Seminary I found all the rooms filled with the wounded 
Going beyond I passed over the open ground in the direction of a large 
stone barn on the Cham bersburg pike. The landscape here was thickly dot­ 
ted with those sam e little hillocks in every direction. 
As I neared the 
stone barn and was gazing around indifferently, I beard a voice calling 
and saw a man looking over the side of a pig sty. 
He beckoned to me 
with his hand and as I approached cried out: 
“For God’s sake, Chaplain, 
come and help us; there's no one here to do it ” 
When I examined the 
situation I found that the barn above and below, the wagon shed, the 
tenent house, the pig sty and the open barnyard were all crowded with 
badly wounded soldiers and I was the only sound bodied m an among 
them. 
Renders Ald to Wounded 
At this moment my curiosity was superceded by a sense of duty and 
I began w hat I have since regarded as the best Sabbath day’s work of 
my life 
In the retreat during the night these men, who had been in 
the hands of the enemy for three days, were left behind. 
No relief had 
reached them at this early hour and I happened to be the first to come 
to their assistance. 
My first work was to c a n y them w ater for the 
morning was very warm and they were all thirsty. 
On going to the 
pump I found two of them trying to fill their canteens. 
Both were 
wounded in the arm which they carried in a sling. 
One pumped and 
the other held the canteen using their sound limbs. As the tirfte passed 
other persons strolled in and rendered aid, but it was not till about noon 
th a t any part of the army hospital corps arrived. 
And then only one 
.surgeon and two assistants came to render their service. 
At this hour, 
the dem and for surgical attendance over lite field was so great that it 
was impassible to do more 
Assists Army Surgeons 
In Hie wagonshed a few boards were laid on some trusties and the 
work of am putation began, 
I was asked to assist In holding the ltmhs 
of th e subjects operated upon 
The heat was intense and as the men 
had received no treatm ent for three days the odor from the wounds was 
repulsive 
One after another was placed on the scaffold, put under the 
influence of chloroform and while the surgeon dexterously performed the 
operation. I would hold the limb until it was separated from the body 
During all this tim e I suffered no nausea from the offensive smell or 
ghastly sight of bloody limbs that lay at my side. 
In due time the 
am bulances carne and all of tliese wounded men were removed to the 
hospital In town. 
While mingling among these men a t the stone bam , I entered the 
gangway between tile stables and found my way to the rear. 
A number 
were lying in there in the dark. I asked if any one from Clearfield was 
among them. 
Several voices responded at once. 
Approaching one who 
turned up a full round face ami large eyes I asked his name. 
“Albert 
Cole” he replied. “Are you a son of Jacob Cole?” “I am ; who are you?” 
When I told him I was his pastor, he began to cry and then apologized 
He said he never thought of seeing anyone from home so soon. He was a 
member of the church but had never seen me before 
He was badly 
wounded in the leg but soon recovered and returned to the ranks. This

Fruit men to Discuss 
Problems on Thursday 


The Septem ber m eeting of the 
Adams county Fruit Growers' asso- 
elation will be held Thursday eve­ 
ning at 8 o'clock, in the Biglerville 
auditorium. 
President Harvey R af- 
fensperger will preside over the ses­ 
sion at which current problems of 
the fruitm en will be discussed. 
Notices of the meeting which have 
been mailed from the office of the 
county agent accompany suggestions 
for the control of peach tree borers 
which have been described as fairly 
prevalent in the county during the 
last two years and have caused 
considerable injury to trees in m any 
parts of the fruit belt. Adult moths 
have been observed this summer in 
fairly large numbers and treatm ent 
will be required to keep them in 
control. 
The control measure prescribed 
is the application of paradichloro- 
benzene crystals of the fineness of 
granulated sugar at the rate of 
from one-half to one ounce to each 
tree. 
Detailed instructions for ap ­ 
plication are included in the letter 
which advises application of the 
crystals as soon as possible after 
the peaches are picked.
